Latest  indioations  are  that  total  fruit  production  this  season. 'prob a- ' 
bly  will  be  3  percent  greater  than  in  the  preceding  season*    It  is  likely  • 
that  a 'slightly  smaller  production  of  citrus  fruits  will  be  more  than  offset 
by  an  increased  production  of  deciduous  fruits*    A  higher  level  of  consumer 
demand  in  1941-42  crer  1940-41  and  larger  purchases  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  under  the  f ood-for-defense  progratii  vdll  be  factors  favorably 
affecting  fruit  ]nrices.    Their  affects  on  fruit  prices  are  likely  to  more 
than  offset  the  influence  of  increased  supplies. 

The  /grioulturai  Marketing  Service  estimated,  as  of  October  1,  that 
comn^rcial  apple  production  ^/vould  total  124 #3  million  bushels  compared  mth 
114,4  million  bushels  in  1940*    Indications  are  that  the  greatest  increases 
in  production  over  last  year  are  in  the  siommer  and  fall  varieties. 

The  pear  crop  is  nov>r  indicated  to  total  30 ,9  million  bushels  compared 
v/ith  31,6  million  last  year.    Production  of  fall  and  -winter  varieties  is 
inclc^.ted  to  total  1,1  rillion  bushels  less  than  the  production  a  year  ago. 
Even  if  the  Cepartment  of  Agriculture  makes  no  purchases  of  fall  and  v.dnter 
vesTs,  the  situation  mil  still  be  more  favorable  than  in  1940-41  lyhen  about 
978,000  boxes  of  fall  and  printer  pears  vrere  purchased. 

Grape  production  in  1941  is  indicated,  as  of  October  1,  to  total  2,7 
million  tons  compared  lath  2,5  million  last  year.    Production  of  raisin 
variety  grapes  is  indicated  to  be  18  percent  greater  than  in  1940,  The 
raisin  pack  may  total  250,000  tons  this  year  compared  rdth  only  170,000  tons 
a  year  ago.    Although  the  winery  demand  for  fresh  raisin  variety  grapes  has 
be  en  fully  as  great  this  year  as  last,  the  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
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Department  of  Agricnlture  for  raisins  is  greater  tlian  it  v;as  last  year  vdien 
the  raisin  pack  vra.s  being  made,    Furthermorej  the  commercial  carr^'^-over  on 
September  1  vra.s  only  about  40  percent  of  the  carry-oTsr  on  September  1,  1S40. 

Production  of  vdnter  oranges  is  indicated,  as  of  October  1,  to  total 
53,8  million  boxes  compared  vfith  54,1  million  last  year»    Total  production 
of  oranges  from  the  bloom  of  1941  may  be  about  the  same  as  that  froir  the 
bloom  of  1940,    Increased  consiimer  demand  in  1941-42  orer  that  in  1940-41 
mil  be  a  favorable  factor  affecting  orange  prices. 

On  October  1  the  Agricultural  Iiferkoting-  i^ervice  indicated  that  grape- 
fruit production  from  the  bloom  of  1941  vrould  total  40.2  million  bvshels 
com.pared  vdth  43,0  million  bushels  from  the  bloom  of  194  0,    It  is  likely 
that  the  quantity  of  grapefruit  canned  r.dll  be  about  the  sam-;  as  i?i  194C-41, 
but  the  amount  used  for  juice  is  likely  to  be  less,

APPLES 

BACKCrROUTv^D.-  Total  production  of  apples  has  fluctuated  v/idely 
in  the  past  30  years  largely  as  a  result  of  year-to-year  changes 
in  gromng  conditions.    Hoi-rever,  there  has  been  a  moderate  dai^i- 
ward  trend  in  apple  production  since  the  peal-:  year  1914,  A 
great  decrease  in  the  number  of  apple  trees  has  taken  place  in 
the  past  30  years,  and  preliminary  reports  of  tlie  Bureau  of 
the  Census  indicate  that  the  number  of  apple  trees  of  ?11  ages  ■ 
and  of  bearing  age  in  1940  was  sharply  loT^r  thor.  in  1P35, 
The  great  decrease  in  niomoer  of  trees  has  been  caused  by  the 
abandonment  of  farm  orchards,  normal  mortality,  the  removal  of 
low-yielding  trees,  and  loss  from  droughts,  storms,   aid  freezes. 
The  Census  reports  indicate  that  the  ;/leid  'cer  tree  under  aver- 
age grov.dnr  conditions  increased  from.  1935  to  1940,    Apple  prices 
have  recoi/ered  considerably  from  their  low  levels  in  the  depres- 
sion years  . 

On  October  1  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  estimated  that  the 
commercial  apple  crop  this  year  vrould  total  124,6  million  bushels  compared 
with  114,4  million  bushels  in  1940,  ard  tte  5-yeex  (195<!-39)  average  of  125,3 
mdllion  bushels. 

Production  in  the  Eastern  and  Central  States  is  indicated  to  total  9 
percent  and  23  percent  greater  respectively  than  in  1940,    In  the  Western 
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States  production  is  indicated  to  be  only  2  percent  greater  than  that  of 
last  year. 

Production  this  season  is  roughly  the  same  as  the  average  production 
fro:Ti  1954-39,  125.3  million  bushels.     The  average  price  of  apples  durin^- 
-those  years  was  8C  cents,  and  the  money  inco:.ie  of  considers,  as  ir.easured  by 
an  index  of  nonagricultural  erriployees'  coiiipensation,  averaged  orly  89  per- 
cent of  the  1924-29  average.     This  index  is,  currently  running  about  150  per- 
cent of  the  1G24-29  average.     Production  of  coiriDeting  fruits  in  the  1941-42 
apple  season  probably  will  be  about  20  percent  gre-i^.ter  than  it  was  in  the  " 
period  1934-39.    As  regards  the  exTDort  situation,  in  the  5-year  period 
(1934-39)  an  average  of  13.4  rdllion  bushels  was  exported.     In  this  sair^e 
period  the  Surplus  Jlarketing  Administration  purchased  an  average  of  3  million 
Dusnels,  and  last  year  it  purchased  7.5  million,  bushels .     It  is  not  krovm  at 
this  time  Low  m.any  apoles  (fresh  or  dried)  will  be  shrpped  to  Great  Britain 
under  terms  of  the  l.ena-Lease  Act.     Exports  this  season,  outside  of  those 
to  Great  Britain,  may  total -roughly  1  million  bushels'.     To  date  this  season 
whe  Surplus  .:ari:eting  Adinini  strati  on  has  purchased  roughly  1.2  million  bushels 
of  appxes  for  distribution  .in  the  fresh  form.     Some  of  these  apples  nave  been 
purchased  for  export,    l^o  dried  apples  have  been  purchased  to.  date. 

Relatively  large  e-ports  of  apples  from  the  United  Stites  in  certain 
years  prior  to  the  present  war  were  more  a  result  of  large  production  and 
low^prices  m  this  country  than  of  any  unusual  demand  from  foreign  .countries.  ' 
it  IS  douotful  if  the  reduction  in  ex-^orts  from  an  average  of  13.4  million 
busnels  in  the  period  l'c34-o9  to  1  m.illion  or  less  in  1941  vrUl  have  much 
effect  on  tho  general  level-  of  apple  prices.     Ilov.ever,  the  virtual  loss  of 
export  outlets  will  malce  it  somev;hat  difficult  to  ::arLet  varieties  forms-lv 
exported. 

It  is  likely  that  the  price-effects'  of  increased  consum.er  purchesinc^ 
pc7/er,  and  purchases  by  the  Dep^,rtr.ent  of  Agriculbiu-e  under  the  food-for-° 
defense  program,  will  more  than  offset  the  effects^ of  increased  supplies  o^ 
apples  and  competing  fruits  and  of  decreased  exi^orts  this  year  compared  mth 
the  average  for  the  period  li:;34-39. 

Auction  prices  of  V/ashington  apples  at  New  York  and  Chicago  in  the 
first  2  weeks  of  October  averaged  roughly  10  percent  above  those  in  the  com- 
parable period  last  year.     liarket  prices  of  eastern,  and  ridwestem  apples 
v;ere  nmning  about  2  percent  above  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

PEAP.S 

BACKGROUND.-  Pear  production  has  about  doubled  in  the  last  20 
years.     The  increase  occurred  largely  in  tne  Pacific  Coast 
States,  where  during  thcs  5-year  period  1C36-40  t\7o  thirds  of  the 
total  United  States  pear  crop  was  produced.     Fam  prices  of 
pears  tended  to  decline  with  increased  production. 

The  canning  industry  has  provided  an  important  outlet 
for  pears.     In  tne  5-year  period  1L34-39  approximately  22  per- 
cent of  the  pear  crop  was  placed  in  cans.     In  the  sax.ie  period 
the  drying  industry  took  about  5  percent  of  the  crop.  Increasing 
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quantities  of  pscirs  have  been  earned  and-  dried  in  recent  years, 
but  since  those  outlets  have  not  apsorbsd  all  of  the  increased 
production  the  volvore  of  pears  for  fresh  consumption  has  been 
larger. 

•    In  1934-38  approximately  18  percent  of  the  total  pSar 
crop  was  inarlceted  outside  of  this  country^    In  this  period 
about  30  percent  of  the  canned  pack,  and  76  percent  of  the  dried 
pack  were  exported*    Substantial  quantities  of  fresh  pears  also 
■were  exported.  , Export  markets  provided  important  outlets  for 
the  late  variety  pears;  prior  to  the  present  B"aropean  war  over 
50  percent  of  total  shipment?  of  fresh  Hardy,  Cornice,,  and 
ITinter  Felis  pears  (important  late  varieties )  vjent  to  foreign 
markets  • 

The  Agricultural  !''arketing  Service,   as  of  October  1,  estimated  that 
pear  production  this  year, would  total  30*9  million  bushels-.    Last  year  the 
crop  totaled  31,6  million  bushels,    Bartlett  production  is  indicated  to  total 
14,1  million  bushels  compared  Tdth  13,4  million  last  year,  and  production 
of  late  variety  pears  in  the  p-acific  .  Coast  States  is  indicated  to  total  -5,5 
million  bushels  compared  mth  6,6  million  last  year. 

Prices  of  California  Bartlett  pears  at  the  Few  York  Auction  this 
season  have  averaged  considerably  a,bove  prices  in  the  comparable  period  last 
year  despite  the  fact  that  production  of  these  pears  was  about  700,000 
bushels  greater  this  year.    There  v/as  an  unusually'"  strong  demand  for  Bartletts 
for  canning  and  for  fresh  use  this  year.    The  effect  on  prices  of  these  two 
factors  more  than  offset  the  effect  of  increased  production  this  year  over 
last. 

As  regards  . fall  and  winter  pears,  the  situation  is  more  favorable  than 
a  year  ago.    Production  of  these  varieties  is  about  1,1  million  bushels  less, 
and  consumer  demand  is  currently  running  about  25  percent  higher  than  at 
this  time  last  year.    Even  if  the  Department  of  /agriculture  malces  no  pur- 
chases of  fall  and  winter  pears  the  situation  mil  be  more  favorable  than  in 
1940-41  when  about  978,000  boxes  of  fall  and  mnter  pears  were  purchased. 
The  Winter  .llelis  variety  probably  will  be  the  only  one  -that  v.lll  encounter 
marketing  difficulties. 

In  September,  auction  prices  of  Bosc  and  B'Anjou  pears  at  ilev.'-  York 
averaged  about  50  percent  and  45  percent  respectively  above  prices  in 
September  1940, 

-  GRAPES  •■    •■■  '  ■■ 

BACKGROUl-D.-  In  California  large  acreages  of  grapes  were  planted 
immediately  after  the  enactment  of  prohibition  as  a  result  cf 
the  very  high  prices  for  grapes  v/hich  obtained  during  that  period. 
As  a  result  grape  production  increased  rapidly  until  1928,  From 
that  year  vmtil  1936  production  declined  because  of  the  reduction 
in  bearing  acreage,  relatively  unfavorable  •'.-.rather  conditions,  and 
in  seme  years  severe  damage  from  insects.    Adequate  water  si'.pplies 
and  favorable  groiving  conditions  plus  a  slight  increase  in  bearing 
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acreage  have  ueen  rasporrsiblo  for  the  ].ar,r>-e  j^roduction  in 
the  past  4  years,  ■'.vxth  the  ijicrease  nost  noticesble  i.n  raisin 
varieties. 

Prices  declined  rapidly  mth  the  increase  in  produc- 
tion in  the  ecrly  1920* s«    A  g:radual  ieclins  vras  noticeaole 
from  1924  to  1930,    Since  that  year  prices  hs.ve  remained  fair- 
ly stable  at  Icav  levels. 

Total  grape  prodnction  in  1941  is  indicated,  as  of  October  1,  to  tota 
2,7  irdllion  ton.s  compared  vath  2,6  mllion  last  year,  ar.d  the  lO-yepr 
(1930-39)  average  of  2o3  million  tons.    Production  in  California  is  indicate 
to  total  ZA  million  tons  compered  v/ith  2.2  inj.llion  last  yearo  Production 
of  raisin  variety  grapes  is  indicated  to  be  18  porcent  frreater  than  that  in 
1940. 

In  1940  the  raisin  paclr  totaled  only  170^000  tons.    Thus,  only  56 
percent  of  the  production  of  raisin  varieties  -v'-'as  dried.    The  reduction  in 
the  raisin  -pack  in  1940  v/as  largely  the  result  of  an  increase  in  the  demand 
for  fresh  grapes  by  -wineries,  and  the  prospective  curtailment  of  raisin 
exports. 

This  year  the  raisin  pack  may  total  250,000  tons.    This  would  mean 
that  70  percent  of  the  crop  of  raisin  varieties  irould  be  dried.  Although 
the  vrinery' demand  for  fresh  gr8.pes  has  been  f'ally  as  great  as  it  vro.s  last 
year,  the  dem.and  on  the  part  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  raisins 
is  greater  thar.  it  was  last  year  r/hon  the  raisin  pack  T'as  being  made,  Eai'ly 
in  the  present  season  the  Department  offered  to  buy  Thompscn  Seedless  raisin 
and  I.:uscats  at  |)75,00  per  ton.    At  the  preserit  time  Thompson's  are  being  . 
quoted  at  prices  slightly  above  the  ('75,00  offered  by  the  Departmrent,  and 
Muscat s  are  bein,';  cuoted  at  prices  lC-15  percent  higher, 

CITP.US 

Oranges  '  .  ' 

Production  of  v.lnter  oranges  is  indicated,  as  of  October  1,  to  total 
53,8  million  boxes  compared  mth  54.1  million  last  7/-ear,    The  condition  of 
Valencia  oranges  on  October  1  was  80  percent  compared  vath  75  percent  on 
October  1,  1940.    Total  production  of  oranges  from  t?ie  bloom  of  1941  may  be 
about  the  same  as  that  from  the  bloom,  of  1940., 

The  amount  of  oranges  processed  r^robablj'"  \.lll  be  roughly  the  same  as 
in  1940-41.  Increased  consumer  demand  in  1941-42  over  that  in  1P4C-41  vrlll 
be 'a  favorable  factor  affecting  orange  prices. 

Auction  prices  of  California  Valencia  orar.ges  at  New  York  in  the  fir 
2  Vfeeks  of  October-  averaged  about  30  percent  above  prices  in  the  comparable 
period  last  year. 
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Grapefruit 

On  October  1  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  indicated  that  grape- 
fruit production  from  the  hloom  of  1941  would  total  40.2  million  bushels 
compared  Yiith  43.0  m.illion  bushels  from  the  bloom,  of  1940.     Production  in 
Florida  is  indicated  to  be  17  percent  less  this  year  than  last,  Vv^hile  in 
Texas  production  is  indicated  to  be  9  percent  greater. 

It  is  likely  that  the  quantity  of  grapefruit  canned  will  be  about  the 
same  as  in  1940-4-1,  , but  the  amoujit  used  for  juice  is  likely  to  be  less. 

Increased  demand  on  the  part  of  consumers  and  a  sm.aller  prospecti\'e 
crop  this  year  over  last  are  factors  that  vd  11  favorable  affect  the  price  of 
grapefruit  this  year#    In  the  week  ended  October  10  auction  prices  of  Florida 
grapefruit  at  Hew  York  and  Texas  grapefruit  at  Chics.go  averaged  10-30  per- 
cent above  prices  in  the  comxparable  TOek  last  year.
